At a • pedal election bold lo February 
A majority rote wao CAAt In favor of tbe 
purebaoe of tbo Oraogo Water Com¬ 
pany’s plant lo this towc for $90,000. 
Because no meeting of tbe Boards of 
Registry and Election was bold previous 
to tbe election for tbe registration of 
voters, some people wbo bad opposed 
tbe purebase of tbe plant raised a ques¬ 
tion aa to tbe legality of tbe eiectloo. 
Legal proceedings followed, and tbe 
Town Council, wblcb acted under tbe 
advlca of tbe Town Attorney, was up¬ 
held. 

On account of tbe delay ensuing over 
tbe disposal of technical objections 
against tbe election, tbe delivery of tbe 
water bonds to tbe successful bidders 
for tbs same was delayed. Tbe bidders 
took advantage of tbe circumstances 
and demanded a reduction in tbe amount 
of premium offered for tbe bonds. More 
litigation was threatened, but lbs Coun¬ 
cil, through tbs efforts of tbe Town 
Attorney, won out, and tbe bonds were 
aecepted at tbs price bid for them, and 
tbe money Is now In tbe possession of 
tbs town. 

WbeQ tbs final work of making out 
tbe coutract of sale by tbe Orange W 
tar Company to tbe town was under¬ 
taken, tbe water oompany raised some 
points that were not a.oepteble to tbe 
l ews Cswwcll, and tbs OosseU tel seed 
to oonseot to tbelr embodiment In tbe 
eontract of sale. Numeious conferences 
have been held and many disputed 
points have been argued, and If by Tuee- 
daj of neat week tbs Orange Water 
Company does not carry out Its agree- 
meat with the people of Bloomfield la 
Us manner j*at the agreement was 
node (stood by tbe people when they 
voted te purchase tbs plant, legal pro- 
esedlngs will be undertaken to compel 
tbs oompany to do so. 

There has been considerable query and 
complaint outside of official circles over 
tbs delay lo oarrylug out tbe water plant 
project. Tbs above Incidents to ooo- 
nectloo with tbe proceedings are oltsd 
simply to point out to Inquirers and 
complainants tbe nnmerousobelaolee that 
bass bad to ba met and overoome In tbe 
peat, and others that are still being con¬ 
tended WHb and mast be overcome 
before Ue town officials get out of tbe 
woods. 

Tbs Water Committee of tbe Couoell 
has bad to conteud with opposition and 
obstacles of one kind and anolbot 
from tbe Inception of tbe water plant 
pare base proposition down to tbe pres¬ 
ent time. It baa been a long and ardu¬ 
ous contest, but tbe Water Committee 
and tbe Town Attorney have kept per¬ 
sistently at work, and have thus far 
awrmouoted each successive difficulty, 
aad all loyal cltlaeos woo believe In 
acqulesolng to tbe will of Ue ma¬ 
jority wbenever expressed through tbe 
medium of a popular vote will be pleased 
le see the town offlolale carry tbe water 
punt purchase question to a suoosssful

At 
Mannheim, on the Rhine, the American 
importers have their ragpicking houses 
where rags are collected from all over 
Europe, the disease Infected Levant not 
excepted, and where women and chil¬ 
dren, too poor to earn a better living, 
work day after day, with wet sponges 
tied over their mouths, sorting these 
filthy scraps for shipment to New York. 
Our best papers are made of these rags 
and our common ones of wood pulp, 
which la obtained by grinding and 
macerating huge blocks from some of 
our soft wooded forest trees.—National 
Geographic Magazine.

Bbe Informed tbe 
conductor tbat abe bad only paid five 
cents for a transfer from tbat city, and 
she wanted to know the reason for tbe 
extra two cents. Tbe conductor could 
ooly answer her question by saying tbat 
tbe pri^e was two cents, and gave her a 
punched curd with tbe prices thereon. 
Every day there ate wrangles on tbe 
cars on account of this queer arrange¬ 
ment, and It Is shout time It was stopped.
